This paper intends to continue in 
that same line and whatever light it 
nlay have to shine it proposes that the 
brotherhood of man as well as woman 
shall share in the effulgence. 


Let us take a walk for an hour, or 
even two, and make ourselves con­ 
vinced that all the arsertions previously 
made are strictly true and in fact that 
not the half has been told. 
Really 
the best time to take a good view of 
any place is early in the morning when 
the falling dews have caused the air 
to be fresh and invigorating. 


One cannot walk all over the town 


of Berkeley in two hours. 
Merely to 
do the work of passing by would take 
a full day of eight hours. 
Of course 
this merely gives one an idea of the 
extent of its territory. 
Within 
but 
one-quarter of the time allowed one 
section only will be taken up. 
F"or 
convenience sake today that portion 


of the town lying and adjacent 
to the 
water front will first take our attention. 


As a starting point we will leave the 
sleeping car at San Pablo avenue and 
walk northward. 


Right here 
the sidewalks 
are of 
wood and look out 
of place when 
compared with the blue nagging laid 
the whole length of University avenue. 


A large building upon our right first 
attracts some attention and the signs 
upon it tells us 
that the American 
Brewery does its business here. 


There is a large element of Berkeley 
which likes to indulge in this kind of 
drink. 
It is cooling and cannot be 
considered inebriating without taken in 
large quantities or its 'abuse. 
It is 
sufficient to say that it has a large pa­ 
tronage, otherwise there would be no 
Object in going to a great expense in 


the first place and then making im 
provements to meet the demand made 
upon it. 


We pass it by and find but a few 
hundred feet beyond the great West 
Berkeley school building. 
In here is 
concentrated 
the various grades of 
learning which Professor Warnick has 
so long presided over with an ability 
which has endeared him to the parents 
at the west end of town. 


Takiug a quiet walk towards 
the 
west wc encounter quite a number of 
family residences which would be a 
wonder in any other town outside of 
the State. 
Modest in appearance, of 
simple architecture, one is not directly 
attracted 
to the building but 
other 
views catch his eye. 
It is the attrac­ 
tiveness of the garden and tne various 
house surroundings. 
The fences are 
in order, the walks are clean and the 
little lattice work retreats 
surmounted 
with flowers rich and rare, and of all 
the colors of the rainbow. 
How long 
a person could wait and look at all 
these different things could be gauged 
only by the spare time. 
As you pass 
along the different gardens open 
up 
different views like an expanding pan­ 
orama. 


It is not the sense of view that is 
affected alone. 
The keen sense of 
smell takes on a task that makes it of 
more than usual hard work for to keep 
its equilibrium. 


The various odors become often­ 
times mixed and 
the

often affords that taste a tcmporajy 
meal which can only be caught while 
we wait. 


In going over the short distance the 
short

many 
beautiful 
sights have made 
our lingering foot­ 
steps absorb about all the time allott­ 
ed for one day's travel in one section 
of the town. 


We now arrive at the 
northwestern 
portion and enter into the manufactur­ 
ing parT/of Berkeley. 
Starting south­ 
ward 
on 
the 
western 
line the first 
manufactory that causes us to stop and 
take a good look at it is the tannery of 
Mr. Stewart. 


The building although quite large 
has 
no pretentions 
to 
architectural 
beauty. 
About it however, every­ 
thing donates a precision which soon 
tells that the superintendent must be a 
man whose bump of order is large. 


We look in and find what every­ 
body finds in a tannery. 
The odor of 
the skins mixed with that of tanbark 
comes to us solid, but after the first 
whiff does 
not 
discommode. 
It is 
here that some of the finest leather in 
the world is turned out. 


The works run steady year in and 
out 
and 
orders 
are always 
ahead. 
Boston and vicinity take all the leather 
made here and it comes back often 
in the finest quality of shoes. 
He

Some Are Genuine, Others Simply Stand 
For Snobbery—How to Distinguish.

Hyphenated names in Europe may be ! 
divided into two categories—namely, 
those wheiein the hyphen is a mere pi^ce 
of snobbery and affectation, and those I 
wherein it is consequent upon a legal 
Obligation. The latter are in the. minor­ 
ity and are borne almost invariably by 
1 


legatees and their descendants, who have 
inherited property, usually real estate, 
contingent upon their tacking the name 
of the testator on to their own, or else . 
they are men who have married heiresses i 
and been accepted as husbands for the 
latter on the condition that they should 
append the family name of their wives 
to their own patronymic. 


People in the other category, who use 
the hyphen merely with the objeot of 
creating tko impression that they are of 
more ancient lineage than is really the 
case, invariably prefix, instead of ap­ 
pending, the additional name, and it is 
this that enables one to distinguish the 
"bona fide double barrel," as Lord Ran­ 
dolph Churchill used to call them, from 
those who are not, for you have only to 
ask Mr. Ponsonby-Jones for the name of 
his paternal grandfather in order to find 
out that the old gentleman was a simple 
Jones, devoid of the aristocratic Ponson- 
by, whereas in the case of surnames 
adopted in deference to testamentary 
dispositions one will invariably find on 
1 


inquiry that the paternal 
grandfather 
arid ancestors bore the first of the two 
patronymics. 


The persons who make use of hyphen­ 
ated names without being compelled to 
do so are usually the owners of patro­ 
nymics 
excruciatingly plebeian, 
who 
hope, vainly, it is true, to redeem the 
commonplace character of their name by 
prefixing thereto one calculated, they 
trust, to create the impression that they 
are connected with some of the great 
houses of the nobility. 
Thus it is quite , 
common to find Montmorenoy-Smiths, 
Plantagenet-Robinsons 
and 
Vers 
do

Records Which Show That It Antedated 
Fulton's Product by Twenty-two Tears. 
The records of Jefferson county, W. 
Va., prove what is not generally known 
—that Robert Fulton was not the first 
man to build a steamboat in this coun­ 
try. 
He was anticipated over 22 years 
by James Ramsey of Charleston, Va., 
now West Virginia. 
Rumsey's steam­ 
boat was partly constructed in Frederick 
county, Md., in 1785. 
It was fitted np 
with machinery partly manufactured at 
a furnace called " T h e Oococtin Fur­ 
nace," owned by Johnson Brothers, and 
located near the town of Frederick. 


The two cylinders, the boiler, pumps, 
pipes, etc., were built 
in Baltimore. 
Part of the work was done at the old 
Antietam Iron works. 
Rumsey's boat 
was 80 feet in length, and it was pro­ 
pelled by an engine which worked a 
vertical pump placed in the center of the 
vessel. 
The water was drawn in at the 
bow and forced out at the stern through 
a horizontal pipe. The entire weight of 
the machinery was 665 pounds, and 
the tonnage of the vessel was three tons. 
The entire machinery, including 
the 
boiler, etc., took np a space of very lit­ 
tle over 4 feet square 


The first public experiment took place 
on the Potomac river on March 14, 1786, 
when the boat showed a speed of four , 
miles an hour up stream. The records oi ! 
Jefferson county also show that George 
Washington and Governor Thomas John­ 
son of Maryland were among the pat­ 
rons of Rumsey, and that the experiment 
was made in the interest of the then 
proposed Chesapeake and Ohio canaL — 
New York World.

UBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that 
the State Poll Tax of. Two Dollars fa 
the year 1895 is now due and payable at my 
office, Room 1, Court House, or to a deputy 
assessor. 


S*c 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows : 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or wh» 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 Or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must t>e paid OH demand.

A Primitive Instrument In 1840, With Its 
Own Peculiar Airs. 


The banjo w a s in use long before the 
day of Joe Sweeney. It was principally 
played by the negroes, and was .indeed a 
rude and simple instrument The first 
one I ever saw was made in -this w a y : 
A large gourd oovered with a r a w sheep­ 
skin served for the drum, and the strings 
were of horsehair, pulled from a white 
horse's t a i l It h a d only four strings. I 
am confident that Sweeney added the 
bass string. My father's carriage driver 
was a banjo player. 
He played two or 
three changeless tunes on one card. I 
saw Joe Sweeney for the first time about 
1842, while I was at school at Prince 
Edward Court House. He and his brother 
Sam were together. 
Joe led on the vio­ 
lin and Sam played the banjo. Both had 
good voices, especially Sam, a rich, full 
baritone of great sweetness and power. 
Even at this distant day I can recall 
some of the tunes they sang—"Old Dan 
Tucker," " D o Johnnie Booker," " J u l i - 
anna Johnson," " O h , Susanna," " T h e 
Blue Tailed F l y . " ' V i m Crack Corn," 
and " I Den't Care." 


When I saw the brothers again, the 
oharaoter of the musio was somewhat 
changed, and was much more sentimen­ 
tal and sympathetic They rendered such 
pieces as "Dearest H a y , " "Rosa L e e , " 
"Annie of the Vale," "Nellie Was a 
Lady" and "Ellen B a y n e , " w i t h won­ 
derful effect These airs were melodious 
and concordant, and often brought tears 
to the eyes of the audience. Joe Sweeney 
was above the medium 
size, and of 
fine proportions. He bad light haf? and 
a ruddy complexion. He had wonderful 
facial powers. 
He oould change his ex­ 
pression in a moment from grave to 
oomio. 


Sweeney as a negro delineator was in­ 
imitable. He knew the negro well, and 
was perfectly natnral, and, like Polk 
Killer, never overdid his work. 
One of 
his performances 
always excited ap­ 
plause. 
His old Virginia breakdown, a 
jig tune, he danced, and made his own 
musio with his banjo hung around his 
neck with a string. Sweeney was entire­ 
ly uneducated, but he was . naturally 
bright, and h e often made smart local 
hits that 
brought 
down the house. 
Sweeney gave notoriety to the banjo and ; 
brought it into popular favor. His habits 
were improvident, and he was the sub­ 
ject of many temptations. He lived a 
life of unselfish generosity and died in 
poverty. 
He spent his last days in the 
oounty of Appomattox. 
I have heard 
this story about him. I do not vouch for 
its truth: 


Before h e died, his mind wandering, 
he said to his sister: "Come here. The 
old banjo is oat of tune, the screws are 
slipping, and £he bridge is about to 
f a l l " These were the last wards of the 
old fellow, who had charmed two con­ 
tinents with his melody and song. H i s 
brother Sam was in the cavalry service 
during the war. 
He often played for 
General Stuart, and the brave troopers 
would dance to his merry musio as h e 
sang: 


" I f you want a happy time, jine the 
cavalry." 


I never heard of him after the war.— 
Richmond Dispatch.
